by both

the outfit to 
him made ovor a year ago 
Sinco 
then tho bill of salo has been placed 
on record and Mr Scott says ho is 
going to stand on his 
rights 
Notwithstanding 
this 
the board 
of directors 
sworo out a writ of 
roplovin and 
on Monday 
Sheriff 
Parkstook formal possession 
and 
closed the shop 
When it will
